Claim 18, howeve^ in relevant part 
reads "a blowing agent; the ignition composition". The Action appears to have not 
appreciated that there is a semi-colon on the line after the term "blowing agent" that 
20 has not been cancelled and thus remains in the claim. 
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In view thereof, notification of the withdrawal or .overcoming of the 
objection to claim 18 is requested.
